WASHINGTON,  (City)  Nov.  8 
Tbit  Day  at  1 2 o'clock , the  President  of 

tie  United  States,  if  mr.  Harwell,  bis 

secretary,  delivered  tie  pillowing  mes- 
sage to  b*'b  bouses  of  Cong-ess 
To  tire  Senate  and  Unite  of  Representa- 
tives of  tb ' United  States. 

TO  a p.-onle,  fellow  citizens,  who 
fincerrly  de.ire  the  hinpinrss  and 
.profpenty  o'  other  nations,  to  tliofe 
who  jultly  calculate  that  th  -ir  own  well 
brinii  li  a v need  by  that  of  th*  nations 
with  vhich  thev  have  intercom Ye, it  will 
be  a fuisf.ci  > .1  to  obl'erve  that  the  war 
which  was  i. gated  up  in  Europe  a little 
before  our  Lftuweting.  has  not  yet  ex- 
tended its  fla  nes  to  other  nations,  nor 
b • n miked  by  the  c lUmities  which 
f i n-times  dam  the  footd-ps  ot  war.— 
T.ie  irregularities  too  on  the  ocean, 
which  gene*  illy  harrafs  th-co  nmerce  oi 
n ■ iti  a nations,  have,  in  didant  parts, 
did  n o J mrs  lefs  ih.  n on  form-r  occa- 
tiins  B i-,  in  the  American  Teas,  they 
have  b ten  greater  from  peculiar  caufes  ; 
a ;;l«evtii  within  our  harbors  and  jurif- 
hy,  infringetnmts  on  the  authority 
or.eel^vi  hive  been  committed  which 
have  called  f >r  ferious  attention.  Tilt 
friendly  conduit  of  the  governm -nts 
from  wh  •;  officers  and  fubje&s  tb-f* 
a 'Vs  have  proceeded,  in  other  refpecl 
and  in  phru  more  under  their  obferva- 
tioii  andconcrol,  gives  us  confidence  thai 
our  reprefentations  on  this  l’ubjeft  will 
ha1.  * been  properly  regarded. 

Vv'niie  noticing  the'irregul iritiesrom- 
nn  ted  on  the  os  «an  by  others,  rhofe  on 
our  part  Ih  mil  not  be  omitted,  nor  left 
unprovided  for.  Complaints  have  been 
received  th-it  perl  ) is  redding  within 
the  United  States,  h ive  taken  on  them- 
lelve*s  tn  ar.n  merchant  velfels,  and  to 
force  a comm  ret-  into  certain  ports  and 
countries,  i 1 defiance  of  the  laws  of 
thole  countries.  l'h ; t individuals fhould 
undertake  towage  private  war,  indepen- 
dently of  the  au  hority  of  their  country, 
cannot  be  pennittc  I in  a well  ordered 
fociety.  Its  tendency  to  produce  ag- 
grcffioii  on  the  law  and  rights  of  other 
nations,  and  to  endanger  the  peace  of 
our  own,  i- 1")  obvious,  that  I doubt  not 
von  will  adopt  meafures  forrtftratning  it 
eliecluallv  i ■ future. 

Soon  after  the  palfage  of  the  aifl  of 
the  laft  fedioo,  nth  iriliiig  the  eftablilh 
me.it  or  h diltridt  and  part  of  entry  on 
the  waters  of  fohilc,  we  learnt  that  it 
o aj-ct  '.vas,mifundrrftaod  on  the  part  ot 
Spain.  Candid  expl  itiations  were  im- 
mediately given,  and  affarances,  that, 
referviug  ou*  claims  inthit  quarter  as  a 
luhjeft  of  difeuffi  >u  and  arransrincnt 
with  Spain,  110  adt  was  meditated  in  the 
mean  time  incoiifilfeiit  with  the  peace 
and  friendffiip  exilbug  between  the  two 
nations  ;•  and  that  conformably  to  tlirfc 
intentions  would  be  the  execution  of 
the  law.  That  government  had  howe- 
ver thought  proper  to  fufpend  th  rati- 
fication of  the  convention  of  18  :.  Bu. 
the  explanations  which  would  reach 
them  foon  after,  and  Hill  mere  the  con- 
firmation of  them  by  the  tenor  of  the 
inilrumeat  eft  .bliftiing  the  port  and  dif- 
tri*f,  may  reafonably  be  exp-.Cl.*.  to 
replace  theta  in  th-  difpnfitions  and 
view.,  of  the  whole  fuhj-A  vhich  origi- 
nally dilated  the  co>  veutiun. 

I have  the  fatisfaiftio  i to  1 iforni  von 
that  the  objeftions  which  had  been  urged 
by  that  government  again!!  the  validity 
of  our  title  to  the  country  of  Louifiana 
have  been  withdrawn;  its  exact  limits 
however  remaining  II ill  to  be  fettled  be- 
tween us.  And  to  this  is  to  be  added 
that  having  prepared  and  delivered  the 
ftock  cr.  1 ted  in  execution  of  the  con- 
v .r;onof  Haris  of  April  joth,  1803,  in 
cu’iliderstion  of  the  celfion  of  that 
Country,  we  have  received  from  the  go- 
vernment of  France  an  acknowledge- 
ment in  due  form  of  the  fulfilment  of 
fa  ftipulatioti. 

With  the  nations  of  Europe  in  ge- 
neral our  frienii’bip  and  intercom!®  are 
undilturbed  : and  from  the  govern- 

n>  tits  of  the  belligerent  powers  efpeci- 
aliv,  we  coutiiui.  to  receive  tliofe 
friendly  manifeft  itiotis  which  are  juftly 
du-  to  an  hoii-fl  neutrality,  and  to  fuch 
good  offices  couuflent  with  that,  as  we 
have  opportunities  of  rendering. 
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commence  the  cxercife  of  their  fancy 
tions  on  the  ill  day  of  October.  The 
diftance  howvver  of  fome  ofthem,  and 
ilidifpenfible  previous  arrangements 
may  have  retarded  its  commencement 
in  fome  of  its  parts.  The  form  of  go- 
vernment thus  provided  having  been 
coiifidered  hut  as  tcmyiorarv,  and  open 
to  fuch  future  improvements  as  further 
information  of  the  circumftances  of  our 
brethren  there  might  fuggelt,  it  will  of 
courfe  be  fubjebt  to  your  confideration. 

I11  the  diftriA  of  Louifiana  it  has  been 
thought  belt  to  adopt  the  divilion  into 
fubordinate  diftricts  which  had  been  ef- 
tabliliied  under  its  former  government. 
Tliefe  being  five  in  number,  a comman- 
ding officer  has  been  appointed  to  each 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Jtiw; 
and  fo  foon  as  they  can  be  at  theirtyb 
tions  that  diftriiri  will  alfo  be  in  its  & 
(fate  oforganization.  Inthe  mean  tic 
their  places  are  fuppliedby  the  officers 
before  commanding  there,  and  the  func- 
tions of  the  governor  and  judges  of  Indi- 
ana having  commenced,  the  government, 
we  presume,  is  proceed* ng  in  its  new  form. 
The  lead  mines  in  that  diftridl  <|(T  r fo  rich 
1 fupply  of  th  it  metal  as  to  merit  atten- 
tion. The  report  now  communicated 
will  inform  you  of  theirfi  ite,  and  of  the 
neceffity  of  immediate  enquiry  into  their

With  the  Indian  tribes  eftablifhed 
within  our  newly  acquired  lim:ts,  I have 
thought  it  necessary  to  open  conferences 
for  the  purpose  of  elfabliftiing  a good 
underftanding  and  neighbourly  relations 
between  us.  So  far  as  we  have  yet  learn- 
ed, we  have  reafon  to  believe  that  thier 
difpolitions  are  g?n;ierally  favorabletand 
friendly.  And,  with  thefe  difpofiuW 
on  their  part,  we  have  in  our  hffiialf 
means  which  cannot  fail  us,  for  prriW 
ring  their  peace  and  friendffiip.  gy 
fiurfuing  ai  uniform  courfe  of  julfice  to- 
wards them,  by  aiding  them  in  all  the 
improvements  which  may  better  their 
condition,  and  cfpeciallv  by  eftabliffiing 
a commerce  on  terms  which  (hall  he  ad- 
vantag-ous  to  them,  and  only  not  lofing 
to  us,  and  fo  regulated  as  that  no  in- 
cendiaries, of  our  own,  or  any  other  na- 
tion, may  he  permitted  to  difturb  the 
natural  efFedfs  of  our  juft  and  friendly 
offices,  we  may  render  ourfelves  fo  ne- 
ceffary  to  their  comfort  and  profperity, 
that  the  proteftion  of  our  citizens  fiom 
their  dil'orderly  members  will  become 
their  inereft  and  their  voluntary  care. 
Inftead  therefore  of  an  augmentation  of 
military  force  proportioned  to  our  ex- 
tenlion  ot  frontier,  I propofe  a moderate 
enlargement  of  the  capital  employed  in 
that  commerce  asamore  effect  Hal,  eco- 
•lomical  and  humane  inflrurnent  for 
nreferviug  peace  and  good  neighbor- 
hood with  them.

board  the  Pilgrim,  on  which  they  took 
the  capt.  Robert  Tate,  firft  mate  and  th” 
thirteen  paffengers  on  lliore  ; tmmediat'  - 
ly  on  their  landing  they  hung  Mr  Tat 
a id  twe  of  the  French  paffengers  on  th' 
Public  Wharf  C.ipt.  Gibfon  was  or- 
dered to  be  lint,  hut  the  corpor.  I who 
was  ordered  to  Ihoot  him;  making  fome 
delay  by  refufing  to  do  it  without  the 
otders  of  hi  commander,  gave  time  F 1 
the  interceffion  of  fome  Americans  anc 
the  captain’s  life  was  laved. 

By  the  ftiip  Clyde,  Captain  Deko 
ven,  in  39  days  from  Cadiz,  we 
have  received  the  following  uuerelt 
ing  particulars  : 

l'he  lever  at  Malaga  continued  to 
rage  with  unabated  violence.  From 
300  to  400  died  daily  : and  above 
30.000  are  Rated  to  have  fallen  by 
that  deftrutlive  yialady.  Out  of  a 
population  of  between  40  and  50,000 
inhabitants,  only  io,oopare  remain- 
ing in  Malaga. 

The  fever  had  alfo  reached  Gib 
ralt  ir  ; whi^li  place  was  Qiut  againft 
the  ad.niflion  of  all  velTels.  Vij\l 
approaching  that  fortress  were%| 
dered  away. 

The  fever  had  alfo  began  at  Cadiz  ; 
where  from  70  to  80  died  daily,  and 
was  encreufing. 

Gen.  Moreau  was  ftill  at  Cadiz 
)ne  of  his  fervants  had  been  attack 
ed  b\  the  fever  ; and  he  was  preparl 
ing  to  leave  it  for  Grenada.  It  was 
doubted  however,  whether  he  would 
be  permitted  to  go  ; as  all  perfons 
were  prohibited  from  leaving, 
city.  Madame  Moreau  hadN 
brought  to  bed  of  a daughter. 

Mr.  Goetfchius,  Conful  for  the 
United  States  at  Genoa,  died  at  Ca 
diz  about  the  25th  of  September. 

Flour  was  from  13  to  14  dollars 
a barrel  at  Cadiz — Staves  150  to 
160  dollars — Rice  7 dollars — Beef 
and  pork  very  low.
